No. F-10-2/2013-U.3(A)—Whereas the Central 
Government is empowered under Section 3 of the University 
Grants Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice 
of the UGC, an institution of higher learning as a deemed- 
to-be-university. 

2. And whereas, on the advice of the UGC, Thapar 
Institute of Engineering & Technology, Patiala, Punjab was 
declared as an ‘Institution Deemed-to-be-University’, for 
the purposes of the aforesaid Act, vide this Ministry’s 
notification No. F.9-12/84-U.3 dated the 30th December, 1985. 

3. And further whereas, the Institution “Deemed-to-be- 
University” has submitted a proposal in the year 2013 
seeking permission for establishment of an off-campus centre 
at Village-Behra, Behra-Derabassi Road, Tehsil-Derabassi, 
District-SAS Nagar, Mohali, Punjab under the ambit of 
“Thapar Institute of Engineering & Technology, Patiala, 
Punjab”. 

4. And whereas, the Ministry vide its letter No. 10-2/213/ 
U3(A) dated 15th May, 2013 has forwarded the proposal of 
Thapar Institute to UGC for examination and 
recommendations. Further, UGC constituted an Expert 
Committee for the on the spot assessment of the 
infrastructural & other facilities available at the proposed 
off-campus centre. 

5. And whereas, the Expert Committee visited the proposed 
Derabassi off-campus on 27th August, 2013 and came at the 
view that the existing infrastructure and other essential 
prerequisites at proposed off-campus at Derabassi are 
inadequate for running an off-campus of Thapar University 
and hence cannot be recommended. 

6 . And further whereas, the Chairman of the Expert 
Committee (Prof. H. P. Dikshit) received a letter duly signed 
by the Registrar of the Thapar University on 28th August, 
2013 seeking change in initial proposal about relocation of 
the existing Management School i.e. LMT School of 
Management to the proposed off-campus at Derabassi. 

7. And whereas, in view of the University’s letter, the 
Committee once again visited the proposed Derabassi off- 
campus on 28th August, 2013. The Committee discussed the 
proposal in detail and is of the view that such a revised 
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proposal should come after due approval from Board of 
Management and other concerned authorities. 

8 . And further whereas, in response to the Committee’s 
objection, the Institute vide letter No. TU/GAS/225 dated 
17th October, 2013 informed the Chairman of the Committee 
that the revised proposal has been approved by competent 
bodies of the University. 

9. And whereas, after getting the response of the Institute, 
the Committee recommended that “Since the University 
through their letter No. TU/GAS/225 dated 17.10.2013 has 
informed that foregoing proposal has been approved by 
competent bodies of the University, the proposal for 
relocation of the existing Management School i.e. LMT 
School of Management to the proposed off-campus at 
Derabassi may be considered for approval”. 

10. And whereas, the report of the Committee was placed 
before the Commission in its 496th meeting held on 29.11.2013. 
The Commission’s resolution is as under :— 

“The Commission revisited the issue in its entirety and 
after taking into consideration the letter of the Univeristy 
dated 16th September, 2013 proposing to re-located only its 
existing MBA Programme (at the main campus at Patiala) to 
the proposed Off-Campus at Dera Bassi, and University’s 
letter dated 17th October, 2013 informing that the proposal 
to re-locate the MBA Programme (from main campus to the 
proposed Off-Campus at Dera Bassi) had been approved by 
the competent bodies of the University, decided to 
recommend to the Ministry of HRD the setting up of the 
Off-Campus Centre at Dera Bassi, by shifting only the existing 
MBA Programme to the proposed Off-Campus Centre at 
Dera Bassi.” 

11. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government, on 
the adivce of the University Grants Commission (UGC), do 
hereby declare that re-located MBA Programme from the 
main campus to the proposed off-campus at Derabassi shall 
be a constituent teaching unit under the ambit of Thapar 
Institute of Engineering & Technology, Institution Deemed- 
to-be-University, Patiala, Punjab, as an off-campus centre 
subject to biennial review for six years and subsequently 
after five years, subject to usual terms and conditions as 
prescribed under the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be 
Universities) Regulations, 2010.

No. 6-3/2013-ZCC—The Government of India has set up 
seven Zonal Cultural Centres (ZCCs) having their 


headquarters at Patiala, Udaipur, Allahabad, Kolkata, Dimapur, 
Nagpur and Thanjavur. The main objectives of the ZCCs are 
the preservation, promotion and dissemination of the 
traditional folk arts and culture of the various States/UTs. 
The ZCCs endeavor to develop and promote the rich 
diversity and uniqueness of various arts of the Zone and 
to upgrade and enrich consciousness of the people about 
their cultural heritage. 

2. The ZCCs have been set up by cutting across territorial 
and linguistic boundries and are to project not only the 
uniqueness of the forms of culture of the participating States 
but also their linkages with each other as part of a composite 
Indian culture. In view of the mandate of ZCCs, in order to 
ensure proper co-ordination not only among the ZCCs but 
also between the ZCCs and their participating Member States 
ensuring effective implementation of the programmes and 
the activities, it has been decided to constitute a 
Coordination Committee of ZCCs as per the following 
composition :— 

1. Shri Mani Shankar Chairperson (with the Status 

Aiyar of a Cabinet Minister) 

2. Directors of six ZCCs Members (Ex-officio) 

3. Director of one ZCC, Member Secretary (Ex-officio) 

on rotational basis, for 

a period of one year 

3. The terms of reference of the Co-ordination Committee 
are as under :— 

(i) To co-ordinate among ZCCs and their Member 
States ensuring implementation of the programmes 
in a befitting manner, implementation of 
recommendations of Aiyar Committee which are to 
be implemented by ZCCs and to present art forms 
of one region to another and expose the diverse 
cultural heritage of each region to the rest of the 
country; 

(ii) To co-ordinate with Ministry of Culture and other 
agencies in order to showcase folk and tribal art 
and artistes from the country at international level; 

(iii) To carry out an annual review of the working of the 
Seven Zonal Cultural Centres to ascertain whether 
the ZCCs have fulfilled the objectives for which 
they were set up and the reasons for the 
shortcomings, if any and submit a report to HE 
Governer-cum-Chairman of respective ZCC; 

(iv) Suggest ways and means for adequate and effective 
coordination with similar State/Central bodies and 
other cultural institutions of eminence in the 
country. 

4. The terms and conditons of Co-ordination Committee 
of ZCCs shall be as under :— 

(i) The Co-ordination Committee shall meet at least 
twice in a year; 
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(ii) The meetings of the Co-ordination Committee will be 
held Zone wise, perferably alphabetically, in the States/ 
UTs under the respective Zone. However, the exact 
venue will accordingly be decided by the Chairperson; 

(iii) For every meeting of Co-ordination Committee one 
month’s notice shall be given to the members; 

(iv) Total one third members including the Chairperson 
shall constitute a quorum for holding the meeting; 

(v) The Co-ordination Committee may evolve its other 
modus operandi to facilitate its functioning. 

(vi) The term of the Chairperson of the Co-ordination 
Committee (CCC) will be for a period of 2 years. 

(vii) Shri Shailendra Dashora, Director, West Zone 
Cultural Centre (WZCC), Udaipur will be the first 
Member Secretary for a period of one year to be 
followed by Shri Gaurav Krishna Bansal, Director, 
North Central Zone Cultural Centre (NCZCC), 
Allahabad for the second Year; 

(viii) The Coordination Committee is authorized to invite 
Secretaries-Incharge of Culture from States on need 
basis as special invitee only; 

(ix) Where a member of the Co-ordination Committee 
becomes such member by reason of the office he/ 
she holds his/her, membership shall deemed to be 
terminated when he ceases to hold that office; 

(x) The Secretarial Assistance, Official Accommodation 
and Transportation shall be provided by the 
Ministry of Culture and all the expenditure relating 
thereto shall be made from the OE of Ministry of 
Culture.
